_ ‘Gen, McKenzie’s mounted forces, 
which were designed to cut off the 
Genmans, who, after the - evacuation 
of Keetmanshope, retreated north- 
ward along the railway, inflicted a 
serious defeat on tkem in the vicin- 
ity of Gibeon. The Union forces, by 
destroying the railway north of 
Gibeon, captured a whole railway 
train, a numberof transport wag- 
ons, a great, quantity of live stock, 
two field guns, several maxims and 
tivo. hundred prisoners. 

“The remnant of the German 
foree, which was 800 strong, escaped 
owing tojthe rough ,ground obstruct- 
ing the movements of the cavalry.”

Ottawa, May 2.—Private messages 
received in the capital from London 
indicate tkat the casualties among 
the Canadians in the desperate fight- 
ing of a week ago north of Ypres 
were even greater than has been 
calculated. According to these mes- 
sages the list will run into a total 
of _over 5,000, including over 600 
killed and 2,500 wounded. The mis- 
sing, it is stated, will run close to 
the 2,000 mark. A German official 
despatch of several days ago claimr 
ed that 1,000 Canadians lad been 
captured. “This would indicate that 
a large number of those described as 
be 
added to the dead. 

The 13th and 14th battalions of 
Montreal were probably harder hit 
than any other . battalions of | the 
Canadian division. The official story 
is that. when it. became evident that 
St. Julien, exposed from: right to 
left, was no longer tenable in the 
face of overwhelming numbers, the 


third brigade, of which the 13th and, 


14th are units, was ordered to re 
treat further south, “but if was 
found impossible, without hazarding 
far larger forces, to disentangle tho 
detachment of the Royal Highlanders 
of “Montreal, 13th battalion, and _ of 
the Royal Montreal regiment, 14th 
battalion. The brigade was omered, 
and not a moment too soon, to move 
back. It left these units with hearts 
as heavy as those with which his 
comrades had said farewell to Cap- 
tain McCraig.” 

Then the official story goes on to 
say that the German line rolled 
he deserted village of St. 
Julien, but for several hours after 
the enemy had become master of the 
village the sullen and persistent. rifle 
fire which survived. showed that they 
wem not yet master of the Cana- 
dian rear guard.

London, May 2—(8.20. p.m.)—The 
British admiralty stated this evening 
that two German torpedo boats had 
been ‘sunk in the North Sea by’ Brit: 
ish destroyers. The British torpedo 
boat destroyer Recruit was sunk by’ 
an enemy submarine. : 


The text of the admiralty state- 
ment follows : : :

‘‘ During the forenoon H. M. .De- , 
stroyer Recruit was sunk by a.sub---"* | 
marine, 4 officers and 21 men being 
saved by the trawler Daisy. 

“At 3 p.m, the trawler Colombia - 
was attacked by two German tor- 
pedo boats, who approached her from . 
the westward and commenced an ac- ‘ 
tion without hoisting their. colors. 
The Colombia was sunk by a tor- 
pedo, only one devk hand being sav- 
ed by other trawlers. 

“A division of British destroyers, 
comprising the Laforey, Leonidas, 
Lawford and Lark, chased the two 
German vessels. and after a_ brief - 
running. fight of about one hour, sank . 
them both. The British destroyens 
sustained no easualties. | 

“Two German officers and 44 men 
were rescued from tke sea and made 
prisoners of war.’" ‘ 


H..M.S. Recruit was one of the old- 
est torpedo boat destroyers attach- 
ed to the British navy, having been 
launched in 1896. She -displaced 
only 350 tons and was. 218 - feet 
long. Her boilens had an indicated 
horse power of 6,000, which gave her 
a speed on trial of 30 knots, which 


had doubtless heen considerably  re- 
duced in the 19 years. since her . 
launching. Her armament consisted 


of ene 12-pounder and five 6-pounder 
guns and two torpedo tubes. The 
Recruit’s normal complement was 58 
men, . : 


Men's Brotherhood 


An_exceptionally interesting series 
of addresses, dealing principally with

Spain's great 
colonial empire, embracing almost 
the whole of South and  Centrat 
America, fell to pieees under the 
avarice, the greed, and the bigotry 
of her governors, and grew up as 
many republics, while Portugal’s 
American possessions suffered a, lika 
fate. The majority of the colonial 
possessions of France, Holland and 
Portugal, in tho cast, fell direotly or 
indirectly before the courage, the 
strategy “and, at times, tke utter 
recklessness of the Britishers. 

Following this the speaker gave a 
rapid sketch of ‘the means of acquis- 
ition of the ‘majority of. British col- 
onies, concliiding by a few romarka 
on tho wovernment, the .commerea , 
and defence of “the British Empire.

'* To me the news of the capture of 
a fortress brought relief rather than 
dismay. Were we not probably near 
the end? But after every defeat each 
side strains itself .o the utmost for 
a fresh trial of strength; possibly the 
fortune of war may turn. Usually tho 
advantage is first on one side next on 
the other; on both sides there is cer- 
tain sorrow and certain death. 

Trochu felt himself called upon to 
arouse the courage of the population 
by a fresh proclamation, calling upon 
them with the motto of Bretagne, 
“With God's help for our native land.” 
That does not sound quite new to me 
—I must have heard something sim!- 
lar to it in other proclamations. It 
did not fail of its effect, however; 
the people were encouraged. Next we 
were told Paris must be fortified. 
Paris a fortress! I could scarcely 
grasp the thought. This city, the ‘ode- 
star of the whole civilized rich, art- 
and life-loving world; the radiating 
point of splendor, of fashion, of the 
intellect—this city must fortify itself, 
that is, must be the aim of the enemy’s 
attacks, the target of bombardment, 
ind run the risk of destruction 
through fire and hunger? And these 
people proceeded to the work with 
gaiety of heart, with the zeal of 
pleasure, with self-sacrifice, as if they 
were bringing to completion the 
noplest, most useful work in the 
world. Ramparts to be manned by 
infantry were built with embrasures, 
earthworks were thrown up before 
‘the gates, canals were covered, and 
surmounted by parapets, powder 
magazines were built, and a flotilla 
of barges, carrying cannon, was put 
upon the Seine. What a fever of 
activity; what an expenditure of 
strength and nerve; what enormous 
cost of labor and money! If all had 
only been so cheerfully and nobly de- 
voted to works of true utility—but 
for the purpose of destruction, which 
had no object except that of strategic 
cheokmate, it was inconceivable! 

To be prepared for a long siege the 
city was amply provisioned. But it is 
the experiences of ages that no forti- 
fication has existed which has been 
impregnable—capitulation is solely a 
matter of time. Yet fortifications are 
still erected, they are still provisioned, 
notwithstanding the mathematical‘im- 
possibility of maintaining them, in 
the long-run, against starvation, 

The precaut:ons were made on an 
enormous scale. Mills were erected 
and stockyards filled; yet the hour 
must come when the corn would all 
be ground and the flesh all eaten. 
But so far ahead as this no one 
thought. Long before that the enemy 
would, be’ driven from the country. 
The entire male force of the city was 
enrolled in the National Guard, and 
all possible were drawn from the 
country. What difference did*it.make 
if the provinces were laid in ashes?

Such insignificant events were not to, 


be considered when there was pros- 
pect of a national disaster. On the 
17th of August sixty thousand provin- 
celal troops had already arrived in 
Paris. 

With an ever-increasing activity 
events followed events. 
there was heard but one expression, 
“Death to the Prussians.” A storm 
of the wildest hatred was gathering— 
{t had not yet broken out. In. all 
the official reports, in all the street 
disturbances we heard of but one aim 
—death to the Prussians.” All these 
troops, regular and irregular, all these 
munitions of war, all these busy work- 
men with spade and barrow, all that 
one saw and heard, in form or tone, 
surged and threatened “death to the 
Prussians!” Or, in other words, it 
sounds really like the cry of love, 
and inspires even tender hearts—“all 
for our country”—but it is one and 
the same thing. 

“You are of Prussian descent,” I 
said to Frederick one day, “how do 
these expressions of hatred affect 
you?” 

“You asked me the same question 
in the year 1866, and then I answered 
as I must do to-day, that I suffer un:

great event occurred. ‘The: Emperor ' 


-was deposed and France was declared 


a republic. With the destruction of 
the throne, the leaves were torn out 
of the book of France which told the 
story of Metz and Sedan. It was 
Napoleon and his dismissed generals 
who, through cowardice, treachery, 
and bad tactics, had been responsible 
for all this disaster—but not France. 
France would now carry on the war 
if the Germans still dared to continue 
the invasion. 

“How would it. have been had Na- 
poleon and his generals been vic- 
torious?” I asked when Frederick told 
me this latest news. 

“Then they would have accepted 
hig success as the success of France.” 

“Is there any justice in that?” 


“Why will you not break yourself 
off the habit of asking that question?” 


My hope that with Sedan the war 
would end was soon dissipated. The 
frenzied orations, the atrocious pam, 
phlets which were now made and pub- 
lished and rained down upon the un- 
fortunate Emperor and Empress, and 
the unlucky generals, were absolute- 
ly disgusting. The rough masses held 
that they could Jay upon these few 
the responsibility for the general. dis- 
pster. The preparations for the de- 
fence of Paris were carried on with 
rapidity. Houses which might serve 
as protection to the approaching 
enemy were torn down, and the re- 
gion around the city became a desert. 
‘Crowds of country people filled up 
the already crowded city, and the 
streets were jammed with the wagons 
and pack-horses of these _ people, 
laden with the remains of their house- 
hold goods. I had seen the same 
sight in Bohemia, and now was fated 
to see the like misery and a similar 
terror in the beautiful streets of the 
most wonderful, most brilliant city of 
the world. 

There came at last the news of the 
prospect of better things, there was 
the chance that peace might be ar- 
ranged. 

On the contrary, the breach became 
much wider. For some time past 
German papers had suggested the re- 
tention of Alsace-Lorraine. The for- 
mer German provinces were to be an- 
nexed. The historical argument was 
not quite tenable, therefore the strate- 
gical reason was made more promin- 
ent’ as a rampart they were abso- 
lutely necessary in case of future 
wars. It is well known that «the 
strategic grounds are the most im- 
portant, the most incontestible—the 
ethical reasons must take second rank. 
On the other hand, as France had 
lost in the struggle, was it not fair 
that the winner should hold the prize? 
In case of the success of the French, 
they of course would have claimed 
the provinces of the Rhine. What is 
war for except for the extension of 
the territory of the one or the other 
antagonist? 

In the meantime . the victorious 
army did not halt in its march on 
Paris—the Germans were already at 
her door. The consent to the cession 
of Alsace-Lorraine was officially de- 
manded. In response the well known 
reply was given: “Not an inch of our 
territory—not a stone of our for- 
tresses.” 

We attempted to leave the city. 
We had succeeded in making arrange 
ments for deparwure, when I was 
seized by a nervous fever of so dan 
gerous a character that the family. 
physician forbade any attempt at re 
moval. 

I lay upon my bed for many weeks, 
and only a dreamy recollection of that 
time remains. In the careful hands 
of my husband, and the tender care 
of my children, my Rudolph and my 
little Sylvia, all knowledge of the 
fearful events then ocourring was 
shut out, and when I recovered winter 
had set in. 


Strassburg had been bombarded, 
the library destroyed; four or five 
shots a minute were sald to have been 
fired—in all, one hundred and ninety- 
three thousand, seven «hundred and 
twenty-two. 

Should Paris be starved .into sub- 
mission or bombarded? 

Against th last the conscience of 
civilization protested. Should this 
rendezvous of all, nations, this bril- 
Nant seat of art, with its irrecover- 
able riches and treasures, be bom- 
barded as any common citadel? It 
was not to be thought of; the whole 
neutral press, I learned afterwards, 
protested. The press of Berlin ap- 
proved the idea, considered it the only 
way to end the war and conquer the 
city.

can to further the cause of peace 
among men.” 

But I have now reached a point 
when I cannot go on.

my heart fails and I can only fall to 
weeping—weeping bitterly jike achild.

EPILOGUE 
. When I again awoke to conscious- 
ness peace had been declared, the 
Commune had been defeated.

The chapter of my illness I have 
never known. Those about me ten- 
derly called it typhus, but I believe 
it was simply insanity. 

Dimly I remember that the latter 
part of the time seemed filled with the 
rattling of shot and the falling of 
burning walls; probably my fancies 


were influenced by the actual events, |. 


the skirmishes between the commun- 
ists and the party of Versailles. 
That when I recovered my reason 
pnd realized the circumstances of my 
profound unnappiness I did not kill 
myself, or that the anguish had not. 


killed me, was owing to the existence |' 


of my ‘children. For these I could, 
I must, live. Even:before my ‘illness, 
on the day when the terrible event 
occurred, Rudolf had held me to life. 
I had sunk on my knees, weeping 
aloud while | repeated, ‘“Die—die! I 
will die!” Two lHttle arms were 
thrown around me, and a sweet, 


piteous, pleading, childish face looked |; 


into mine: 

“Mother!” 

My: little one had never called ma 
anything but Mamma. That he at.

what were the feelings of the man-who 
‘has been during this ordeal, says the 
‘medical. correspondent of The Londoa 
Times, in an article. dealing: with the 
“psychology. of courage. §Itis probable, 
\pays, the writer, that he- does: not. fre- 
, quently find the information given. by 
‘veterans €ither satisfying or enlighten- 
\ dng. . Being under fire’ for the firat 
time exists, as a psychological prob- 
“lem, only in the most shadowy form 
until the idiosyncrasies ‘of the indi- 
vidual man have been taken {nto ac- 
count. ee ee Pes 
It has been my good fortune to en- 
joy many, opportunities of talking with 
soldiérs who have been -wounded in 
Pee action. I have visited Belgian, French 
ze and British hospitals at arlous periods, 
: and, 98 a: medical man, have-beeen af- 
forded’ ‘special facilities for study. 
These opportunities have convinced 
me. that no.two men feel quite the 
same sensations whilst under fire for 
‘the first time, and also that a man is 
‘capable of experiencing ‘quite different 
emotions at different periods of the 
same day, though his circumstances 
have not changed. ! 
For examples, from the statement of 
@ man who experienced shell fire for 
the first time in his life in the neigh- 
A borhood of Arras, I gathered that his 
4) first feeling had been one of great in- 
Ne terest and curiosity. A “Black Maria” 
fell some hundreds of yards.away 
and sent up a great column of smoke, 
and at the same time shrapnel was 
bursting at no long distance. But sud- 
denly there came home the realization 
j ‘that these shells were intended to 
, work havoc, and that, in fact, the 
position occupied was full of danger. 
' “Then I felt exactly as anybody wouid 
feel the moment after he discovered 
that he was in a field with an angry 
bull. Every instinct of mind and body 
prompted flight.” 
Terror of Anticipation 


A.second man told me that ‘rom the 

moment he came. under fire—in a 

trench—he experienced the most lively 

terror. “But the feeling passed away 

after a while, leaving me rather tired 

and only a lIfttle anxious.” A third de- 

c clared that he had been so nervous be- 
fore going into action that the event 

‘put the anticipations of,it to shame. 

He had regarded himself as a dead 

man, and woke up, under fire, to the 

realization that his chances of coming 

through safely were really \very good. 

' Each of these men acquitted himself 

bravely; two of them were wounded.

Courage by Suggestion 


On being informed the officer looked

Be . for a short time and steadied them. 
ale Then he pointed out that the way of 

. ‘ duty lay backwards towards the post- 

tion they had left. ‘I'll walk back a 
part of the way with you.” He did so. 
The men returned to their posts and 
gave a good account of themselves. 
In the words of my informant, they 
“were all right after that.” 

An officer who had himself seen 
mouch service told me before the be- 
ginning of the present war that the 
soldier who said he was indifferent to 
fire was merely a braggart. That is 
generally true, though I personally 

. know of a few exceptions. But equally 

: true it is that a man develops a cer- 
tain callousness, or rather indifference. 

He learns first to control, ther to 
measure, his fear. He learns to dis- 
count possibilities just as the ordinary 

re way traveler does. And the work 

in hand gradually engages and holds 
more and more of his attention. There 
comes a time when, in the words of an 


. army doctor who was wounded near |' 


‘Ypres, “You want to go back not be- 
cause it is pleasant there, but because 
~ staying away is just impossible.” 

While therefore the man who has 
not been under fire cannot safely count 
pon experiencing this or that particu- 
Jar feeling when his hour comes—this 
‘depending so much upon ‘emperament 
and circumstance—he can, I believe, 
count upon achieving-the second cour- 
age which is the priceless possession 
of the veteran. 
“making good” in a moral and spiritual 
‘pense;; upon reaching courage even 
through the deepest valleys of mis- 
trust and fear. Under fire he may loso 
every preconceived 
cherished or shunned, but it is at least 
in the highest degree probable that 
‘he will find imself. And it is also 
probable that that self will be worth 
the finding.

“The German infantry is inferior to 
our own in developing fire effect. A 
short field of fire (500: yards or even 
less) has been found  suificient to 
check a German infantry attack. 
Tactically, therefore, in occupying 
ground for defence, every effort should 
be made to combine the fire of our 
own guns and rifles against the 
enemy's infantry, while denying to 
the enemy the use of his artillery by 
the siting of trenches in positions 
which it is intended to hold on to, 
behind rather than on the crest line 
or forward slopes.” “on 


Discipline on the March 


The same officer makes a remark 
upon a subject the importance of 
which civilians are apt to under-rate. 

“Men who have not been. with the 
colors do not understand the neces- 
sity for good march discipline. It 
should be impressed upon all ranks 
and should be resolutely insisted 
upon at all training previous to rr- 
rival in the theatre of war., It is most 
necessary ‘to tighten up the march 
discipline and to prevent undue open- 
ing out and straggling. ‘ 

“Horsed wagons. should not be 
parked on the road. ‘ 

“Wagons should never be halted 
when * passing through a village. 

“When a halt is necessary it should 
be made before reaching or after 
passing a village. 

“Men accompanying trains should 
carry their rifles and should march 
in formed bodies. 

“Each unit should detail an_, officer 
with a small party of selectéd non- 
commissioned = officers and men to 
march in rear of the unit in order 
to enforce orders against straggling, 
leaving the ranks for water and so 
forth.” ae 

s Warfare In the Air 


Two new features of this war has 
been the use of aircraft and machine 
guns. Upon these subjects . this 
puthority says: ; 

“The enemy's aircraft are numerous 
and efficient and it is clear that he 
obtained by this or other means ex- 
cellent information as to our move 
ments. It has been found impossible 
to conceal movements of large bodies 
of troops when on the march from 
this observation, and the position of 
large bivouacs’can always be observed 
from the air.:-But..much can be“done 
to conceal ‘artillery positions and 
trenches, .and: the use of overhead 
cover, as we ‘now from our own ex- 
perience, makes it difficult to ascer- 
tain from the air whether trenches 
and gun emplacements are occupied 
or not. Troops should therefore se 
taught to understand the necessity for 
concealment trom aircraft whenever 
the conditions admit of it.” 

Trench fighting has been a feature 
of the use of infantry. This officer 
says: “Owing to the accuracy of the 
enemy's artillery fire, it is degirable 
that ground whico is to be held de- 
fensively or to assist further advance 
should be entrenched. Trenches should 
be commenced at once with the light 
entrenching tool and improved later 
as opportunity occurs. They should 
be deep and narrow and should show 
above the ground level as little as 
possible. 

Cavalry Uses Rifle 

During the past ten years 
British cavalry has _ been training 
with great diligence. Ignoring the 
advice of extremists, its leaders have 
taught the men to be expert with 
sword and lance and with the rifle.
